Quick as an clectric current 
(and not altogether unlike it), 
message is’ sent. down the 
specialised part of the nervous

the guerilla activities, cutting off the 
supply routes, He sald that sevegal 
cities had been captured several 
times, but they were always retaken 
by the Chinese  guerillas.—United

passive defence the greatest effort 
n history is being Jaunched in 
Hongkong, og in other strategic 
Colonies, to organise for war ser. 
vice on voluntary lines. 

The “Telegruph” published on 
Saturday a list of the services for 
which volunteers are being called, 
They include fire fighting, air raid 
precautions and first aid for those 
who will have to be trained, and 
the enrolment of those who are al- 
ready trained or semi-trained in 
various essentia! professions. For 
the women there is also A.R.P. and 
nursing. 

As in England, the Hongkong 
aystem is voluntary, and relics 
-entirely~upon—a-spirlt—of—co-opcera- 
tion. In addition. to-these services 
more and more recruits are always 
needed for the (Hongkong Volun- 
teer Defence Corps, which one of 
our General Officers Commanding 
once declared was the Colony’s first 
line of defence. 


The big question, of course, is:, 


Will a voluntary service succeed? 
The Volunteer Corps and the Naval 
Volunteer Force were successful, 
although "they should be much 
stronger than they are. It takes a 
shake-up like the September crisis, 
unfortunately, to bring home to the 
majority of people here the urgent 
necessity of offering their services 
in one form or the other. There 
was an immediate rush of volun- 
teers in September, and they would 
have been worse than useless had 
the crisis ended in was, for it takes 
at least six months to train a sol.

Japanese Fishermen 
May. Start Trouble 


‘' +. - TOKYO, Feb, 6.- 

HAVING COMPLETED ‘all 
necessary preparations to meet 
the critical situation which will 
arise if the Japanese . Govern- 
ment’s negotiations with the 
Soviets for the conclusion of a 
temporary fishery agreement 
fail, 150 fishing boats and 20,000 
Japanese fishermen are waiting 
‘in Hakodate, Northern Japan, 
for the first sailing in April. 


No mutter what may be the result 
of the negotiations, these fisherfolk 
are determined to “engage” in the 
coming fishing season and thus up- 
hold the rights they gained in the 
Russo-Japanese War. . 


Most of the Japanese newspapers 
describe the instructions sent to the 
Japanese Ambassador by the Fore'gn 
Miniater, Mr. Hachiro Arita, on 
February 16th og a final warning, to 
the Sovict authoritles that Japan 
would be forced to take determined 
steps for the protection of her rights 
unless the Soviets changed their at-" 
titude. : 

“Even temporarily we cannot give 
up our legitimate rights in northern 
waters," declared Suleatsu Toanakn, 
Director of the Nortaern Sca Fishing 
Company recently, 

“Although we are now waiting for 
instructions [rom our Government, 
we have already decided not to con- 
cede even an inch of otiv hshing con- 
cessions in East Siberia. Even if we 
have to take determined measures ‘in 
coping with the situation, we are 
planning to sail according % fur 
sensonal schedule.” 


20000 ENGAGED 


In 386 fishing districts seattercd 
along the coust of Eastern’ Siberia, 
which extends some 6,000 miles, 
approximately 20,000 “tishermen from 
Northern Japan have been engaging 
in fishing for many yeurs. 

The total amount of the haul in 
these waters reaches approximately 
56,000,000 yen a year. OL the total 
cutch, about 30,000,000 yen worth is 
exported to foreign countrics 4S 
crnned goods, while the rest is con- 
sumed within Japan. 

The most valuable fisheries along 
the coasts of the Sea of Okhotsk and 
the Behring Sea are the shore-lots 
in-the estuaries of a number of rivers 
up tyhich the salmon run in the 
breeding season.

: ‘ TOKYO, Feb. 6. 

HAVING COMPLETED all 
necessary preparations to meet 
the critical situation which will 
urlse if the Japanese Govern- 
ment’s negotiations . with the 
Soviets for the conclusion of a 
temporary’ fishery agreement 
fail, 150 fishing boats and 20,000 
Japanese fishermen are waiting

No matter what moy be the result 
of the negotiations, these  fisherfolk 
tre determined to engages In the 
coming. fishing. season and. thus_up- 
hold the rights they gained in” the 
Russo-Japanese War, 


Most of -the Japanese newspapers 
describe the instructions sent to the 
Japanese Ambassador by the Foreign 
Minister, Mr. Hachiro Arita, on 
February 16th ox a final warning to 
the Soviet authorities that Japan 
would be forced to take determined 
steps for the protection of her rights 
unless the Soviets changed thelr’ at- 
{itude. 


"Even temporarily we cannot give 
up our legitimate yights In northern 
waters,” declared Sukeatsue Tanaka, 
Director of the Northern Sea Fishing 
Company reecntly. 

“Although we are now walting for 
instructlons from our Government, 
we have ilready decided not to con- 

de even an inch of our ting cons 
cessions in East Siberia, Even If we 
have to take determincd measures In 
coping with the situation, we are 
planning: to salt aceording to our 
seasonal schedule,” 


20,000 ENGAGED 


In 386 fishing districts scattered 
alone the goust of Eastern Siberia, 
which extends some — 6,000 miles, 
approximately 20,000 fishermen from 
Northern Japap have been enaying 
in Oshing for many years. 

The total amound of the haul in 
these waters reaches upproxiinately 
50,000,000 yen a year Of the: total 
cuteh, about 30,000,000 yen worth Js 
exported to foreign countrits © 4s 
canned goods, while the rest is con- 
sumed within Japan. 

The most valuable fisheries along 
the coasts of the Sea of Olchotsk and 
the .Behring Seu are the shore-lots 
in the estuaries of a number of rivers 
up which the salmon run in the

Canneries have been set up at most 
of these points. Informed circles 
doubt whether Japanese fishermen 
would be able to operate such shorc- 
lots in the fnee of Soviet opposition 
as it would be diMcult for Japanese 
noval' vessels to protest them.
